Evidence That He Proposed “Fixini:'’ the Hors» 
Zinda a Good Thinir — ^Humpty 
Dumpty Gets a Fall. 



New Orleans, March 7. — Al»e UelK?rlson. a 

stable hand in the employ of .T. H. MiK'orniick. was 
ruled off by Judges Trevelyan and Murphy at (Mty 
Park today. It was shown that Robertson was en- 
trusted with tlie care of Grenade before his race 
last Tliursday and that he was the person who ap- 
proached “Dutch” Brow’n and Kay Spence and asked 
tliem to liave the horse laid up in a book. All the 
evidence which turned up in th^ case showed that 
the horse was “fixed” with the idea of having some 
one bet on Minnie Adams. No connection could be 
traced to any book in the ring. Robertson had been 
w'orking for McCormick for some time and was sup- 
IM>sed to be a trustworthy and reliable man. The 
ruling off of Si>ence, Brown and Rol>ertson winds up 
the Grenade case. The ruling as issued i)y the 
judges today showed that Robertson was ruled off 
for “offensive touting.” 

The change in track conditions was responsi(>le 
for numerous scratches. The sixth race was declare«l 
off. two of the five carded, Braden and Padre, de- 
clining the issue. 

T. P. Hayes cut loose another good thing todiy in 
Zinda, which was backed from even money to 3 to 5 
and made her company look cheap in the third race, 
winning in a common canter after being eased up 
for the last fifty yards. 

liumpty Dumpty, which fell while rounding the 
first turn in the second race, disloi*ated his slioulder. 
It was thought at first that the horse broke his 
shoulder, but examinatiott showed that it was only 
dislocated. 

The body of Thomas Milson, who dropped dead 
Monday night, was shipt>ed today to Nashville for in- 
terment. Peter Collet went to Nashville with the 
remains. 

“Frisct*” Gardner today disi»osed of the three year- 
old Gary to Charles Perratte. The price paid was 
$500. 

Only two Derby candidates api>eared in the racing 
at Crescent Park today — James Reddick and Ma<\v 
Jr. — and neither ran well enough to change the 
opinion of many people as to their cliances for tlie 
prize. It was all James Reddick could do. on the 
outside, to catch and beat out Rainland, which was 
down in the hc^vy going next to the rail, while 
Macy Jr. was decisively l»eaten. 

J. W. Fuller won a big bet when R. F. Williams 
captured the fifth race for him. He got as g(xxl as 
7 to 1 for some of his money, the price being ac- 
countable only on the tlieory that the horse di«l md 
like the mud, but he took to it kindly and won in a 
romp. 

John Pangle today purchased the contract on ap- 
prentice jockey Keyes, a youngster wlio had at- 
tracted the attentimi of no one else. He won one 
race, on Mr. Jack, on December 11!. 

Arclile Zimmer and his following won heavily on 
Arabo in the last race. They bet on him at 4 to 1 
and he won as his rider pleased from the 7 to 10 
favorite Enverite. 

Jockey Boy SSobell, who rode Custus in all his 
races here this winter, left for Lakewood, N. J., 
lust night to join the stable of George Sai>ortas. 

The stable of O. W. Deppeler, wliich has been rac- 
ing at the old track, leaves for Benniugs tomorrow. 

Ilje string of jumi>ers which has been raced at 
City Park by G. W. Billups, including Ruth’s 
Rattler, Wild Range nnd Ben Battle, left for Ben- 
niiigs yesterday. 



SOUFRIERE TAKES FEATURE AT OAKLAND, 



Beats A. Muskoday and Nealon— Blagg Scores An- 
other Victory— Bantam Makes it Five Straight, 



San Francisco, Cal., March 7. — Soufriere won to- 
day’s ILUOU special at a mile and a sixteenth with 
supreme ease from six others, including A. Musko- 
day, the Ascot l*ark Hindoo, and the crack three- 
year-old, Nealon. Barney Schreiber’s colt had by 
far the worst of the going. 

Blagg confirmed his excellent class by a decisive 
victory in the two-year-old race in which the high- 
priced phenomenon (ieorge S. Davis made his first 
ap[>earauce. Tlie half brother to the great cup 
horse St. Bellane was originally nameil A. B. Hill. 

Bantam by his succession of victories as a sell- 
ing plater — five in a row — has graduated into the 
handicap class. Today’s race entitles him to that 
honor. 

C. Miller, L. Fountain and W. Smith were lec- 
tured by the stewards after the big race for foul 
riding. 

MUDDY TRACK MARS SPORT AT OAKLAWN. 



Aaron J. is Left at the Post — Starter Snyder Has 
an Off Day. 



Hot Spring.s, Ark., March 7. — The racing at 
Oaklawn today produceil poor sport. Tlie card in 
its original state was a good one, but a heavy rain 
last night left the track muddy and causeil many 
withdrawals. Then the starting was liad and there 
was much rough riding. The second race saw a 
straggling start in which Elksino had much the 
best of it. Aaron J., the favorite, was left at 
the i>o^;»t iu the fourth race, and there was a’ Jam 



just after the rise of the tape in the fifth race. 
The failure of Aaron J to get away was due more 
to the inactivity of Jwkey J. Kelly than to fault 
on the part of starter Snyder. Kelly is a sleepy- 
lieaded lad. Tlie backers of the horse grumbled 
loudly. About seven out of every ten people here 
are of the opinion that Aaron J. can lieat anything 
in this neck of tlie woods at five-eighths or tliree- 
quarters of a mile. 

After the fifth race jockeys McIntyre and Scovilie. 
who rode Idalia and Mike Sutton, claimed foul 
against Mechant, the winner, ridden by Radtke, but 
tlie judges did not deem the interference sufficient 
to warrant a disqualification and let the result stand 
as the horses finished. 

E. Trotter claimed the beaten favorite San Primo 
out of the last race for $l,.'jU0. He also purchascil 
Scalplock for bOO during the morning from H. T. 
Batcheler, who claimed him yesterday from Chinn 
& Forsythe for $700. 

Several horses reached here toilay from Los An- 
geles. Tom Walker is due to come in with eleven 
horses tomorrow. 

Charles Miers, business manager of the Condon 
interests, arrived today from Ixiuisville and re- 
turned immediately. He stated that work on Doug- 
lass Park w’as progressing favorably. 

GREGOR K. DIES AT EL PASO. 
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Memphis, Tenn., March 7. — Gregor K., owned by 
J. K(H*zeniewski, of Chicago, and one of the most 
popular horses that ever raced at the tracks of the 
windy city, died yesterday at El Paso, Texas. 
Gregor K. was enroute to this city from San Fran- 
cisco in charge of trainer J. P. Jones when he and 
three other horses tot* sick and had to be dropiied 
off at El Paso. Trainer Jones arrived at Mont- 
gomery Park today with three horses.

“In all my exiierience I never had a mwe faithful 
jockey than Knapp and I know that he is always 
trying. He has liad a whole lot of bad mounts, but 
I have the greatest confidence in the boy.” 



CHINN BILL IS BEFORE THE HOUSE. 



Frankfort, Ky., March 7. — The Chinn racing com- 
mission bill was reported favorably by the house 
committee today, printeil and [ilaced on the calendar. 
The committee rci*ommended no amendments and the 
bill will be ready f«>r passage on Friilay and may 
IKissibly be i*alled up tomorrow by the rules com- 
mittee that has control of all bills during the last 
days of the session. There seems to be no longer 
any doubt about the bill passing the house and 
it is tacitly understmai Governor Bei'kham will ap- 
prove it.
